THE WELL KNOWN PHILANTHROPIST 
DIES AT WASHINGTON. 



Himself Famous By Charities of Various 
Kinds, Which are Said to Have Aggre- 
gated About Three Million Dollars.

The Work of Rebuilding the Destroyed 



WILLIAM W. CORCORAN. 

WAftniNOTON, Fob. 35.— W. W. Corcoran 
died hero at Iftt this morning of senile 
bronchitis in the ninetieth year of his age. 
His end was peocef ul. The duration of his 
present illness was but two weeks, though he 
hat> l**m gradually failing for the past year. 

Mr. Corcoran was born in Georgetown, I). 
C., December 27, 17W8. His father, Thomas 
Corcoran, was born in Limerick, Ireland, 
and coming to this country in 1783 nuirried 
Hannah l^eimuon, of Baltimore, in 1788. The 
ton, at the age of eighteen years, entered into 
the dry goods business with two older 
brothers. Gtxirge Pea body was soon after- 
wards taken into the firm. They were at 
first successful, but under the stress of the 
financial panic of 1823, failed, with assets 
that paid their creditors 50 per cent. 

Several years later Mr. Corcoran began 
business again, taking charge of the real 
estate in the District of Colombia belonging 
to the United States, managing It safely and 
profitably until 1845, when he went into the 
banking business with George VV Riggs. 
The business was successful, but Mr. Cor- 
coran's financial ventures were so extensive 
that Mr. Riggs, becoming afraid, retired 
Trom the firm, Mr. Corcoran carrying on the 
bnsiness alone, found himself with $12,000,- 
D00 of the Mexican war loan on his hands in 
t falling market. He went to Ixmdon, en- 
listed great banking houses there in support 
af a loan that seemed perilous, but that sub- 
lequently rose to a high premium and laid 
the basis of a fortune that at the time of his 
death amounted to $tt,000,000. 

He retired from active participation in the 
banking busiuess in UM, and^found plenty 
lo do la the management of his own property 
affairs. Plans of benevolence seem to have 
taken the foremost place in his solicitude of 
later years. 

The fruition of some of them are seen here 
in the beautiful Oak Hill cemetery in George- 
town, the Corcoran art gallery in this city 
with its magnificent endowment, the Louise 
home for impoverished gentlewomen, the 
name indicating his love and memory for a 
wife and daughter, both of whom are dead; 
wuntless gifts to churches, church homes, 
rich benefactions to colleges and universities, 
ind theological seminaries, ceaseless .con 
tributions to institutions of public charity, 
besides thousands of dollars given away to 
needy individuals. It ia estimated that Mr. 
Corcoran'* charities, including private ones, 
»xceed in the aggregate $3,000,000. 

Mr. Corcoran has long made his home in 
Washington, the seat of an elegant hospital- 
ity, and a center of social influence, the 
favorite meeting place of scholars, artiste, 
•tetosmeu, diplomats and distinguished 
rtrangers. 

Mr. Corcoran in 1835 married Louse 
Amony Morris, daughter of Commodore 
Charles Morris. Mrs. Corcoran died five 
years later. Their first child, a boy, died 
when an infant, and an only daughter, 
Louse, who married George Enstis, a brother 
of the present Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, 
died in 18*i7, leaving two sons and a daugh- 
ter, who will undoubtedly inherit the bulk 
Mr. Oircornn's fortune which is estimated at 
16,000,000.

Gangs of Negroes Have 
llattle in Baltimore, 
Baltimore, Feb. 25.— Two gangs of col- 
or.sl men, styling themselves "The Nines" 
and "The Sixes," had an encounter on 
Charles street, the best known promenade of 
tho city, lost night. Throwing stones ami 
bricks was freely indulged in, and then firing 
pistols. For a time the streets became a reg- 
ular pandemonium, and during the melee 
about fifty shots were fired. It is said that a 
ludv and child were injured by being struck 
with brick* 

Mrs. lieuse, who was an eye witness of a 
portion of the light, said her attention was 
attracted by hooting and yelling of a crowd 
of men and boys. She saw that the noise 
came from a large number of colored jieople, 
tome of whom were throwing stones and 
others firing pistols. One of the smaller 
■tones struck a large plate-glass in her store 
and ruined it Finally the crowd turned up 
Charles street, "The Nines" falling back and 
"The Sixes" pursuing. In front of the resi- 
dence of Cardinal Gibbons "The Nines" 
started westward. 

At this point firing became very brisk, and 
this and the throwing of bricks and stones 
was kept up until the "Nines" broke ranks 
and ran toward their homes in the western 
part of the city. Many ladies were forced to 
take refuge in the stores. While the rioting 
was at its highest a policeman arrested 
William Tydings. a colored man, who is well 
known in police circles, with a smoking re- 
volver in his hand, from which four shots 
had been fired. The policeman pulled him 
out of the crowd, and was taking him down 
Charles street, when a confederate of Tyd- 
ings tripped the j>oliceman and nearly threw 
him to the pavement. He got his prisoner to 
the station house, however. The others will 
loon be in custody. 



Not 

New Castle, Ind., Feb. 25.— Much un- 
easiness has been created among the farmers 
and stock men of this community lately by 
the reported existence of pleuro pneumonia 
among the cattle belonging to William Pate, 
a farmer living three miles from here. The 
report nindo by the state veterinarian when 
he examined the herd some time ago did not 
agree with the views of other veterinarians 
who have examined them, among whom was 
Dr. Butler, state veterinary of Ohio, and 
failed to satisfy thole most interested. To 
day Dr. D. E. Salmon, of Washington, chief 
of the bureau of animal industry, and others 
went to Mr. Pate's farm to make a further 
examination. They slaughtered three of the 
diseased animals, and after a rigid and thor- 
ough examination of their lungs, Dr. Salmon 
declares that no symptoms of contagious 
rjfeuro pneumonia exists in the herd. This 
effectually sottles the matter. 

Confidence Man Arrested. 
Andekson, Ind., Feb. 25 — Frank Hunter, 
alias "Don" Hunter, a notorious confidence 
man, car thief and flim-flam worker, was ar- 
rested here by Marshal O'Meara, while at- 
tempting to work the flim-flam game on Miss 
Winnie Alford, clerk in the postoffloe news- 
stand. He is now in jail on a ten days' sen- 
tence from Mayor MeClure, awaiting orders 
from other points. He worked his confidence 
games and change racket* successfully here 
a year ago, but escaped. He is known to 
have committed forgery, robbed freight 
cars and have been engaged in shooting 
•crapes. He is about twenty-three years old, 
tall, slender and smooth-faced.

UNCLE SAM'S LOSS BY THE HAVANA 
OPIUM SMLGGLING. 



Over Sixty Tons ef the Drug Mysteriously 
Disappears Between New York City and 
Havana, Cuba — A New York Chinaman's 
Proposition to the Authorities. 

New York, Feb. 25.— The Spanish consul 
general at Havana has been cabling for in- 
formation bearing upon the frauds commit- 
ted between New York and that port, and 
has obtained statistics and reports of the 
Havana opium imports for the last three 
years. 

Tho consul general has given a roport 
written in Spanish, giving the results of the 
investigation, and on that report and others 
which are shortly to oome from Havana in 
conjunction with tAe outcome of the investi- 
gation here, proceedings are likely to be 
based, which will make things lively for cer- 
tain handlers of the drug. The S|>anish gov- 
ernment is naturally as anxious to find out 
what portion of the enormous nominal ex- 
port from New York to Havana really geta 
to Havana. Perhaps before the investiga- 
tion is ended there will bo another shaking 
up of the vessels of the Ward steaiushbip 
line. 

While the Spanish consul and easterns 
authorities here ore neticent as to the actual 
results of the investigation so far, it is known 
that approximately there has tieen with- 
drawn in tho last three years from twnded 
stores by opium importers in this city, osten- 1 
sibly for the re-exportation to Havana, 140,- 
000 pounds of opium, and the amount actu- 
ally bonded at Havana during that time has 
been in the neighborhood of 8,000 pounds. If 
the odil 132.000 pounds have been smuggled 
back, and where refined opium is dutiable at 
$10 a pound. Uncle Sam has lost »l,:i30,000. 
If they were crude opium, the loss of duty is 
$132,000. 

It was loam I yesterday that Carter, Rol- 
lins & Ledyard, representing James ft Ward 
tc Company, owner* of the ship, Cienfuegos. 
which was libel.*! and bonded at Havana in 
October liecause eight cases of opium were 
found secreted aboard of her which were not 
on the manifest, have brought suit against 
McKesson & Bobbins for $7,500 the amount 
paid by the Wards to the Spanish govern- 
ment for the release of their ship. The suit 
was brought early in January, but Mr. Led- 
yard has l>een averse to giving it publicity. 
When asked yesterday why the Wards sued 
McKesson & Bobbins, he only smiled and 
said that would come out on the trial, and 
pending the investigation of the alleged 
opium frauds by Collector Magone he would 
not tell why McKesson & Robbins figured as 
defendants in the suit. 

Lawyer Thomas N. Cuthbert, for McKes- 
son & Robbins, said he had until the end of 
the month to answer the complaint. He 
added: "I understand that the withdrawals 
of opium from bond have been found to be 
in excess of the actual exports to Havana. 
That may lie so. The point is, however, 
that all our opium got to Havana." It is 
averred tiiai f.£K),000 is spent every year for 
opium in our Chinatown, Mott, Mullierry 
and all the Streets in that neightiorbood will 
be ransacked for smuggled opium. 

Wong Chin Foo has sent a letter to the 
customs authorities saying that he can ferret 
out the opium smugglers among his people, 
but he demands 50 per cent, of the value 
of all seizures. Collector Magone ami Chief 
Hoi di m. of the special treasury •gents, 
think West? Chin Koo's terms are pretty 
steep, ami they add that they are not author- 
ized to hire him. 

Smuggler Arrested. 
Watkrtown, N. Y., Feb. 35 — Ephraim 
Gardner has tieen taken to Utiea to await 
the action of the United States grand jury, 
on the charge of opium smuggling. His 
ft R. Gardner, has been taken to 
jail in avwdance with instructions 
from United States Marshal Bunn, to awatt 
his examination on the second charge, which 
has been postponed to March 2 by request of 
the defense, wh.i say they will bring wit- 
nesses from the Pacific coast. 

The chest seized a week ago has been dis- 
covered to have false panels and sides in 
which ninety of the packages of opium seized 
could be conveyed without fear of detec- 
tion. 

CHICAGO'S NE W WAT ER TbJNNEL. 

Something -.in. I. Resembling Oil— Rail- 
road Trtiekg Sinking. 

Chii'aoo, Feb. 35. — Oil, or something very 
much like it, Irus been struck in the water 
tunnel shaft on the lake front. On the wa- 
ter that, witli the quicksand, is puni|>ed from 
the shaft, there is a block, oily substance, 
that forms, when skimmed off, a soft pliable 
cake, Thepdor, however, is not like petro- 
leum, and tile expert* are puzzled. Super- 
intendent Ondordouk thinks tlutt the discov- 
ery of this oilv substance is a pretty fair in- 
dication that they are now not very far from 
a rock ledgOi and therefore lias high hopes 
that the worst of the quicksand trouble is 
about over. 

The facts as they exist, are not so rosy. In- 
stead of the quicksand showing signs of ex- 
haustion, it rather seems to be increasing, 
and the impending danger grows worse every 
hour. Since Monday the Illinois Central 
railway tracks have sunk nearly one foot, 
and yesterday were in worse condition than 
at any previous time. Ton after ton of cin- 
ders is mi loaded directly east of the shaft, 
and a heavy force of railroad hands at once 
goes to work at raising the track and throw- 
ing in the cinders. Ny matter how fast the 
men work, they find it more than difficult to 
keep the track level. i 

Superintendent Urdendouk said: "I don't 
think there is any daiiger to property along 
Michigan avenue, because there is no indica- 
tion whatever that the west side of the shaft 
is sinking. We take a level every day to as- 
certain this fact, and so long as t here are no 
indications that the west side is giving way, 
we will e, mi nine to work, but the very mo- 
ment there is any giving way toward Michi- 
gan avenue, we will stop work at onoe, I see 
nothing to apprehend any danger from."

CHICAGO'S LAKE FRONT. 

Justice Harlan Renders Uls Decision on 
this Much Contested Question. 

Chicago, Fob. 25.— Justice Harlan, sitting 
as a judge of the United States circuit court, 
has delivered the opinion of that court in the 
lake front case. It is a suit brought origin- 
ally by the state of Illinois against the Illin- 
ois Central railroad, wherein the city was 
made a party and in which the United States 
afterwards joined. » 

The opinion of the court sustains the title 
of the city in what is known as the lake 
front, between Twelfth and Madison streets, 
and west of the railway tracks and the land 
which it claims north of Madison street 
holds that the railroad company has a title 
to the land it now uses north of Randolph 
street, and sustains it in building piers south 
of Twelfth street and north of Randolph, 
but decides that the act of the legislature of 
1800 whereby it was given the submerged 
lands for one mile into the lake, was re- 
pealed nnd inoperative and the outer harbor 
of Chicago is returned to the city. The

Hold Arizona Robbers. 

Tccson, Ariz., Feb. 25.— The westbound 
train on the Southern Pacific; road was 
boarded by two masked men at Stein's Pass 
station about 8 o'clock last evening.

The Rowan County investigation was 
resumed Thursday afternoon with Judge 
Cole on the stand. A special to the Louis- 
ville Commercial says be testified to the 
circumstances affecting the holding of the 
term of court in Morehead following the 
extermination of the Tollivers. His state- 
ments were in his own defense and were 
wade iu an apparently straighforward 
manner. They were given in a manly 
manner to questions propounded by his 
counsel. He was asked if there was any 
truth in the charge contained in the Gov- 
ernor's message, to the e fleet that he (the 
witness) was so far under the influence 
of a leader of one of the factions ss to 
affect seriously the action of the grand 
jury. This charge was stated by the 
Governor upon authority of the Adjutaut 
General's report. 

Judge Cole gave an emphatic answer in 
the negative, and supplemented it with 
the statement that his official conduct 
was not nor could not be intlueuced by 
Taylor Young or any other man. His 
eating and sleeping under the same roof 
with Taylor Young during the last term 
of court was, he said, entirely accidental. 

Senator Wright examined Judge Cole 
on behalf of the committee. In answer 
to a question he said that the word Tol- 
liverite in its application was sy nonomous 
with Democrat and Martinite with Re- 
publican. He knew of no other division 
among the people of Rowan than was in- 
dicated by party lines. 

" I think," he said, "the feeling that I 
was prejudiced was confined to about 
half a dosen people. There were 
others, however, who, I believe, made a 
pretext of sharing this opinion. No, I 
never had a consultation with Craig Tol- 
liver or Taylor Young with reference to 
the Rowan County troubles." 

"Did yon know in advance of any of 
the crimes that they would occur?" 
" My God, of course not." 
In answer to another question Judge 
Cole said he did his best to get the grand 
juries to investigate the Martin murder 
and other crimes. 

" Didn't it occur to you that the grand 
juries failed to indict through preju 
dice?" asked Senator Wright. 

" No it didn't. I attributed the failure 
to an inability to find witnesses." 

" Wasn't there a reign of terror in 
Rowan ?" 

"There was some feeling of terro 
there." 

" Do you think you have done your 
duty as a Judge? 

" I haven't the shadow of doubt about 
that." 

" Did Mr. Sallee, the prosecuting at- 
torney, do bis duty ?" 

" I haven't a shadow of a doubt about 
that either." 

" Have the grand and petty juries done 
their duty ?" 

" I guess they have as well as they 
knew how." 

" What is the oause of the trouble in 
Rowan ?" 

"That I don't know." 

" Do yon believe it was in the power of 
a Judge lo have done better than you 
did ?" 

"I think not." 

" Do you think yon conld do any bet- 
ter now than you have in the past?" 

" I tried my best during the past two 
years since these troubles came up to 
put down crime, but failed, I don't 
know what effect the killing of last Juno 
has had, and therefore cannot say whether 
or not I could do any better now than be- 
fore." 

In answer to a question Judge Cole 
Slid he firmly believes a plot was con- 
structed to assassinate him at the lust 
term of thecourt, and but for the presence 
of the militia he would net have gone to 
Morehe.nl. 

This closed Judge Cole's examination, 
and the committee retired with the coun- 
sel in the case for consultation as to sub- 
sequent proceedings. It was agreed to 
have a meeting last night at 7:30 o'clock 
to hear arguments of counsel. The Hon. 
W. H. Wadsworth was to lead off.

PROVINCIAL JOURNALS VIEW IT WITH 
ALARM.

i of High Tariff — A Point That Rus- 
sia Can't Forget— The North German Oa- 
sette't Comment— Other News Notes. 

London, Feb. 85.— English journals, es- 
pecially the provincial joyrnals, view with 
| alarm the possibility of a sur- 
• of Great Britain to a policy of par- 
tial protection in the snaps of a tariff on 
import* 

Lord Salisbury's avow tl, made a short 
time ago to a visiting fair trade delegation, 
that he thought a tariff might safely be put 
upon a few articles which now enter English 
porta free, is taken as legitmate grounds for 
feeling that the government might be in- 
duced to think as he does, and that the coun- 
try may soon be committed to a sort of fair 
trade, if not a more extensive tariff policy. 

Lengthy reports of the investigotion of 
trusts now going on in New York have been 
cabled here, and printed in full, and English 
papers have seized upon the opportunity af- 
forded by the condition of things as repre- 
sented to be the result of the formation of 
trust*, and preach various homilies for the 
edification of their readers. Naturally they 
attribute the evils of the trust system to the 
high t«n tl' which exists in America, and 
declare that if the United States would adopt 
free tradt*the trust companies could no longer 
exist; 'that with the duty removed from 
the articles which form the basis of the vari- 
ous trust c<imi>anies, a competition would 
ensue that would cotnptetely overwhelm the 
monopolies now enjoyed by these companies, 
and protected by the governmont. 

The Manchester and Liverpool newspapers 
are especially severe in their criticism of a 
policy, by means of which such enormous 
monopolies could grow and thrive to the 
detriment of the country at large, and loudly 
decry such a condition of things for En- 
gland, which they solemnly declare will 
come to pass if any tariff notions are in- 
dulged in by the government. They in- 
stance Germany whose tariff increases, aa 
year by year, Bismarck needs money to sup- 
port his idle armies, and predict that if the 
existing conditions, prevail in that country 
that the noddled "trusts" will be formed 
then, run undoubtedly by the government, 
and that all business interests will be par- 
alyzed in consequence. 

Something Russia Cannot Forget. 

Pbsth, Feb. 126.— The Nemzet (semi official) 
•ays the exchange of views among the pow- 
ers regarding Bulgaria continues, and there 
is now no chance of the adoption of forcible 
measures against her. 

The assumption that Russia will have no 
excuse for war or a resort to forcible meas- 
ures in Bulgaria, if the porta undertakes the 
deposition of Ferdinand and the selection of 
another prince is not believed in by diplo- 
matos. The following paragraph from Rus- 
sia's official statement regarding Bulgarian 
affairs indicates what she expects: 

"Russia cannot forget that Bulgaria owes 
her freedom more especially to Russia, and 
that it is not in the suppression but in He j 
defense of tlie rights of the Bulgarians that 
Russia's mission lies. Only the persons who I 
were called upon to guide Bulgaria's desti- 
nies would understand how to make reasona- 
ble use of these rights." 

it means that no one but Russia shall or- 
ganize Bulgaria, and in order to do that she 
will find it necessary to occupy the principal- 
ity with troops. That will In) her final de- 
mand which she fs prepared to fight for. If 
the Bulgarian sobranje will elect a prince 
indicated by the .war, who will bo his tool, 
take Russian politicians for his advisers, 
officer his little army with Russians, and run 
the country as a Russian dependency all but 
in name, then the czar will be content and 
there will be no war. 

A HtilgHrinn Question. 

Bkri.iv, Feb. 25.— The North German Ga- 
zette, on the Bulgarian question, contends 
that the Russian proposals do not require the 
unanimous support of the powers before be- 
ing accepted by the porta. 

The (iiizctte says in the event of an im- 
mediate demand being mad! by Russia 
(iermany is prepared to give it diplomatic 
support 

The port* can, on its own initiative, de- 
clare the present Bulgarian government il- 
legal, as being contrary to the provisions of 
the treaty of Berlin. Should Russia de- 
mand that the porte make changes in the 
government of Bulgaria to conform with 
the provisions of the treaty, Turkey could 
not decline to do so without denial to jus- 



Uladutonian* Surprised. 

London, Feb. 25.— The election at Don- 
raster to-day was a complete surprise to the 
Oladstoiiiaus, who felt confident of victory, 
the result being the return of the Unionist 
lan.hdate. Hon. Henry Fitzwilliam, who 
received 5,(W4 votes, Mr. Spencer Balfour, 
the CHadstoni&n candidate, receiving 5,4)8 
votes. Mr. Fitzwilliam's election was un- 
doubtedly due to his landed Influonpa in 
Yorkshire, and with this for a lever the 
Unionists have been working hard. This 
government victory, coupled with the fact 
that the 1. literals do not intend to run a can- 
didate for th" Hampsteud seat, renders the 
Unionists very jubilant. 

Italluns In Abyssinia. 

Rome, Feb. 25 —The Italian troops in 
Abyssinia have advanced to Uhinda, in the 
province of Tigno, and Rob Alula has evacu- 
ated the place. That is the way with the 
Abyssimans. They get invaders away from 
their fortifications onto their own ground 
and then go for them. We are likely to 
hear of a grand Waterloo of the Italians be- 
fore long. 

No Better. 

San Remo, Feb. 25.— The official bulletin 
states that the rest of the crown prince was 
disturbed during the first part of last night 
by coughing, but the remainder of the night 
bo slept well. The death of Prince Louis of 
Baden, his nephew, has a depressing effect 
upon the pr ince. 

The Standard Oil Company's Contract. 

Iti i.i 'i it. Minn., Feb. 25.— Officials of the 
Standard Oil company here say that the 
company has contracted for four new vessels 
to carry oil in bulk from Cleveland to Du- 
luth.

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 26.— The boiler In 
the sawmill of John Hyde, at Golden, 
Oceaniea county, exploded yesterday after- 
noon, killing Fireman Lamb and severely In- 
juring another man. The mill is a complete 
wreck. 



Is No Precedent for 
Taking Hen. Hopkins Home. 

Cincinnati, Fen. 25 — The application for 
the removal of Ben. Hopkins from the jail to 
his home pending sentence and sickness was 
decided by Judge Sage at noon. 

Dr. F. Dowling, medical examiner of the 
United States court, made an examination of 
Hopkins' condition at 11 a. m. Dr. McKen- 
zie was present. Dr. Dowling then sul>- 
mit fed a verbal report to Judge Sage. Capt. 
James S. Wise, Capt. J. D. Parker and Chris* 
Kinsinger, the committee who made tho ap- 
plication for his removal, were present when 
the decision was rendered. 

Judge Sage said that ho had examined the 
question carefully and could find no pre<«- 
dent for the removal. The rule as laid down 
by Wharton is to permit l>ail only where the 
court has doubt as to the guilt of the defend- 
ant or where there are doubtful questions of 
law, and then only in cases where there is a 
higher jurisdiction. This case is ended. 
Nothing remains but to Jmpose the sentence 
of the court. While the court might have 
sympathy for Hopkins' family, it could only 
follow the law. The application would there- 
fore be refused. 

Capt Wise said: "I want to disabuse 
your mind of the idea that we are hen» in 
the interest of Hopkins. We are only lRre 
in the interest of his family." 

Judge Sage said: "Oh, I know that." 

Dr. Dowling stated to a reporter that 
"Hopkins' condition is fair. He has dropsy 
of the stomach. But dropsy is only a symp- 
tom, not a disease. His heart and kidneys 
are sound, but he has hardening of the liver. 
The disease is organic and therefore incur- 
able. A patient thus troubled may live a 
good many year-*." 

MAN UFA CTURING METALS. 

A New System Which Bids Fair to 
lutlonlze It. 

Fnvnnnm, Mia, Feb. 25 — The 150 
bersof the America* Institute of Mining 
Engineers, now holding in Boston the eigh- 
teenth annual meeting of the institute, vis- 
ited this city yesterday to examine the 
Simond's rolling machinery, a new device 
which is destined to revolutionize the manu- 
facture of motels. It may be briefly de- 
scribed as a machine in which two flat sur- 
faces, acting vertically, or horizontally and 
moving in oposite directions, with adjust- 
able dies fixed upon them, roil in one motion 
a piece of metal regular or irregular shape 
and in almost any pattern desired. 

At a single stroke of the mechanism may 
be obtained a sphere, a cone, a chair screw, 
a bolt with thread and head, a car or car- 
riage axle, and an endless variety of other 
forms. 

The visiting experts were amazed and de- 
lighted. "It is the greatest thing in half a 
century," said one. "It marks a new era in 
the manufacture of iron and iron,'' said an- 
other, and so tho comments ran. 

This extra" d ary machine has only late jr 
became known to engineering experts, and 
has only Just now been made known to tl • 
general public. 

A Sensation in Court. 

Banoor, Me., Feb. 25.— When Clarence 
Whitney and James Foster were brought 
into court yi>sterday, to plead to the charge 
of having committed the famous robbery 
and attempt at murder of old Peter Bennett, 
the miser at BsstpOfft, last Deeeml>er, Foster 
caused a sensation by pleading guilty. 
Whitney nearly fainted when he heard his 
companion's plea, but he, himself, pleaded 
not guilty. Foster says he will tell the whole 
story, implicating himself and Whitney. He 
takes tins course in order to avoid a trial, in 
which his history would be brought out 
Foster is not his real name, and ho does not 
want to disgrace his family, who are said to 
be prominent in New York state. 

A Barber's Bad Break. 

New Castlk, Ind., Feb. 25.— Russell B. 
Armstrong, son of Capt. M. P. Armstrong, 
of this city, attempted suicide at Indianapo- 
lis last night by shooting himself in the 
breast. He had just been arrested for tak- 
ing a notorious woman to a respectable hotel 
and registering as man and wife. He has 
been dissipating for some time here, and is a 
barber by trade. He will die. 



Muiiitobans Displeased. 

Winnipeg, Man., Feb. 26. — The omission 
of any reference to Manitoba's anti-disallow- 
ance movement, in the speech from the 
throne at the opening of the Dominion par- 
liament, has tended to greatly embitter the 
sentiment with which the Federal authori- 
ties' action in the matter is regarded by a 
majority of the people here. 

Natural Gas In Dakota. 

Ashton, Dak., Feb. 25. — The Ash ton Gas 
and Fuel company yesterday afternoon 
struck a heavy flow of natural gas at a depth 
of one hundred feet The flame burns 
steadily from a three-inch hole, and rises to a 
height of four feet. Coal has also been 
struck in the same plaoe.

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 25.— Deputy In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Hughes came in 
last night from Grundy county with moon- 
shiner prisoners whom he had captured at 
their illicit stills in the mountains. Three 
arookad distilleries and their contents were 
destroyed by the olllcers.

Osgood, Ind., Feb. 25.— Dick Meyer, a 
fanner, living four miles north of this place, 
has been mysteriously missing for several 
days. No trace of him can be found, and 
relatives and friends are almost distracted. 
He leaves a wife and ba b y. 

Chinese Highbinders Arresteu. 

San Francisco, Feb. 25.— Four Chinese 
Highbinders were arrested this afternoon for 
assault to murder a Chinese interpreter, who 
bad testified against them in the courts. 
They beat him with iron bars and brass 
knuckles, and he was so weak to day when 
brought in to identify the Highbinders that 
he fainted. He has a white wife and a young 
son who is at a college iu Washington city. 

I levator Accident 
Brooklyn, Fob. 25.— Eight men crowded 
into the freight elevator of one of Havemeyer 
& Elder's sugar refinery, Williamsburg, at 
noon today. The weight carried the car off 
the cogs at the seventh story and it fell to the 
collar. Two men wero severely, but not fa- 
tally injured and were taken to St. Cather- 
ine** hospital.
